And according to recent 
FBI statistics, assaults of all kinds are being made.

6'very day—or rrearly 3.5,000 per year. 

Considering ttie Incre^rsed danger of tiieir 
occupation and fee disrespect and hostillTy they re¬ 
ceive from some guarfei's, it takes more dedication 
^ and courage iban ever to become a policeman 
* n£)v;'adays or to renmin on the force. 

We ow'c a great deal of thanks to those who 
exhibit that kind of courage and dedication, for 
W'ithout t.h.e civil peace they are fightlxjg to pt'e- 
ser^'e, all other governme,it or orderly processes 
would cease to function.
